WASHINGTON (November 9, 1911): Seci-etary of State Morris Hlll- 
qult today stated that "the government of the United States of 
America vlews with grave misgivings the Rus so- Japanese treaty and 
the plans for jolnt mane uvera by these Povrers on the terr i tory of 
the Korean Empire* The United States, cf America does not recog- 
nize the recent conquest of Korea by Japan; and is provlding 
every facllity of aid to the Korean guerrlllero3 who are present- 
ly trylng to drive out their eonquerorso 

WASHINGTON (November 10, 1911): Senator Beveridge (Rep., Ind, ) 
today strongly critlcized Secretary of State Hillquifs cffer of 
support for Korear "On the Senate floor he démanded: "Does the 
administration of the Farmer-Labor Sosialist Peace Party plan to 
invade Asia and make war on both the Rus si an and the Japanese 
Empires?" 

Beveridge was answered by Senator London (FLSP, N. Y. ), 
chairman of the Foreign -Relations Committee and a leading admini- 
stration spokesman 0 London denied that the adrainistra tlon had 
ever contemplated a commltment of American troops« "The people 
of Korea can be free of foreign imperialism, " he told the Senate, 
"only if they themselves fight for their freedcm, An Independent 
Korea cannot be handed to its people on a si Iver platter by the . 
soldiers of another country,, Imagine what would nappen If large 
numbers of American tr.oops were to go to Korea' and fight ågainst 
its oppressors» : The Korean people would regard us as just another , 
cf the many foreign nations whlch have overrun and conquered thdt 
peninsula during its unhappy his tory „ The new Korean government 
x^ould be, not a truly native government, but mllitary hangers-on 
who held off lee at the pleasure of American generala o. We do not - 
wish this f uture for the Korean Empire , or for any other nation ln 
Europe or Asla„ Thls ls what America will do 0 We will provlde 
arms for the people of Korea, which the Rus so~ Japanese alllance 
cannot prevent short of a total naval blockade 0 V/e will educate 
Korean guerrilla leaders in America to lead their people ln war 
and ln peace. We will print tons of books and pamphlets for them. 
Wlthout commltting a single American soldler or sailor, we will 
tie down thousands of Russian and Japanese troops in a futlle war, 
Purthermore, we will expand exlsting contacts with the peace move- 
ments ln Russla and Japan themselves, in hope s that they will even- 
tually be able to turn those countrles into the ways of peace." 

WASHINGTON (November 11, 1911): The Department of State and 
Dlstrlct of Columbia Local 99 of the Construction Workers of Amer- 
ica today made a joint offer to the Rusoian Embassy for the pur- 
pose of repairlng damages caused by the r lot of 30 January. The 
ritft,, the work of Russian anti-war eziles» was caused by the offer 
of the Russian Empire to seil as slaves prisoners of war taken ln 
the present European struggle, Under the terms of the agreement 
between the government and the union, the U„ S-, government will 
supply building materials, and the union members will dona te their 
labor. Local 99 is composed entlrely of anti-war refugees who 
have come to America from Russla since the war broke out over 10 
years ago. 

It ls not yet known whet her Russla intends to accept the offer. 
LONDON: The Tsar was found lnnocent, on the grounds of ln- 
sanity, of the assassinatlon of King Edward. 
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LIVERPOOL: The Engliah Mid-Atlantlc fleet, together with the 
North Atlantic fleet, have establlBtied a Prench route for troop 
rotation to Englando Members of the French Freedom Navy have 
heen granted Engllsh citizenship and homesteads in Yorkshlre. 
Six nonths of the year, each Prench sailor will take rest in the 
securlty of Yorkshlre, And England hopes to return these French- 
men to Bresto Someday, with any luck s all of Prance will be re-

MANILA (December l£, 1911): President Aguinaldo of the Repub- 
lic of the Philippines today announced that an All-Asian Peace 
Convention will begin in Manila on July 1+, 1912, the slxth annl- 
versary of the negotiation of Philippine independence . The Con- 
vention will discuss ways and raeans of keeping the present Euro- 
pean conflict from spreading to Asia s including the replacement 
cf pro-war governments in 3ome countries* In additlon to offi- 
13 i al delegations from the new Chineae Republic and the Empire of 
Armam, refugee and rebel groups from Japan, Korea, India, and 
Russian Asia will be present.
